BARC Tract Auction Delayed 
After Hoyer’s Intervention

The 13-acre Parcel 5 tract of the Beltsville Agricultural 
Research Center (BARC) will not, after all. be on the auc¬ 
tion block May 27 as scheduled. This decision was made 
after Congressman Steny Hoyer, a long-time foe of dispos¬ 
ing of BARC land, discussed the matter with federal offi¬ 
cials of the General Services Administration (GSA). 

In a letter dated March 24 to

The Greenbelt city council 
at its regular meeting on 
March 23 took the last step 
toward acquiring the land 
formerly occupied by the old 
PEPCO substation on Cres¬ 
cent Rd. This action will 
transfer into city ownership 
the last privately owned 
piece of the wooded area be¬ 
tween Crescent Road and the 
lake park from Kenilworth 
Avenue to St. Hugh’s. With 
no dissenting vote, council 
passed an ordinance to ap¬ 
propriate $48,000 to pay for 
the land, pending receipt of 
Program Open Space funds 
which will cover the pur¬ 
chase price. 

While the city was gaining a- 
bout 7 acres of park land in the 
PEPCO substation property, it 
was agreeing to transfer 1.91 a- 
cres of another parcel to METRO 
for use as a METRO access road 
and road embankment. This small 
triangle of land functions as a 
buffer between Cherrywood Lane 
and the Beltway. The land given 
to the city by the federal govern¬ 
ment. cannot be disposed of by 
the city directly. Council acting 
on the recommendation of its Ad¬ 
visory Planning Board, agreed 
unanimously to give the land back 
to the federal government for 
further transfer to METRO. 

APB had also recommended 
that the city seek this opportunity 
to review and comment on the 
landscaping of the tract. Mayor 
pro tern Thomas X. White went 
one step further, however, say¬ 
ing he would be more comfortable 
with a stated agreement that the 
city would have some approval 
authority for the landscaping in 
return for giving up almost two 
acres of land. Council member 
Antoinette Bram improved on this 
suggestion by proposing that the 
city have some approval authority 
regarding landscaping of all ME¬ 
TRO facilities within the city. 
On a motion by White, the entire 
council voted to ask for an op¬ 
portunity to review and approve 
all METRO landscaping in the 
city, with the stipulation that 
the approval would not be unrea¬ 
sonably withheld. 

County Storm Drains 

The Washington Suburban 
Sanitary Commission has pro¬ 
posed legislation which would 
transfer to the county the storm 
drainage function the WSSC now 
exercises. According to City 
Manager James K. Giese’s re¬ 
port to council the revenue sour¬ 
ces (an ad valorem tax on real 
and personal property) to pay for 
storm drains would be unchanged 
except that they would accrue to 
the county instead of to WSSC. 


The city staff recommended the 
city’s support of the legislation. 
Giese said that WSSC does not 
monitor storm drains in old 
Greenbelt in any case and that 
this change in the law would not 
have any real impact on the city. 
The council adopted a motion by 
Councilmember Joseph Isaacs to 
support the legislation. The mo¬ 
tion was passed unanimously. 

Lots of Petitions 

Council received five petitions 
at the meeting and, in accordance 
with its usual practice, postponed 
action until the next council meet¬ 
ing on most of them. However, 
because of an impending exam 
date, council acted on a petition 
by city police Sgt Daniel P. O’¬ 
Neil for an exemption from the 
educational requirement for the 
position of police lieutenant so 
that he would be allowed to take 
the examination and compete for 
the vacancy. According to Giese, 
the requirements for this position 
were upgraded about two years a- 
go to require a two-year college 


Since birthday parties are apt 
to be noisy, the Novel Endings 
Bookisibore in the Greenbelt Li¬ 
brary celebrated Los first birth¬ 
day last month by quietly going 
about the business of adding new 
books to its shelves. 

One of five in the County Li¬ 
brary System, the local bookstore 
sells books (library discards and 
donations), magazines, records, 
tapes, jigsaw puzzles and T- 
s hints, Shelves in the small room 
in the lower level of the building 
are divided into fiction, non-fic¬ 
tion, paperbound and children’s 
categories. Magazines range 
from “Soviet Life'’ to “Ceram¬ 
ics” to “Ellery Queen.”

Friends of the Greenbelt Li¬ 
brary manages the store, the on¬ 
ly one in the county organized 
by a Friends group. Library 
Volunteers and FOGL members 
staff the bookstore. The T-shirts 
reflect the Friends of the Li¬ 
brary theme. Because of Green- 
bit’s 50th Anniversary, the book¬ 
store has agreed to stock city 
postcards and calendars. 

Children and Teens 

Even though a large number of 
children’iS books are placed in the 
store from the library collection, 
donations for young children and 
teen-age readers are needed. 
Records and tapes are especially 
in demand. Donations to the li¬ 
brary are considered for the reg¬ 
ular collection upstair- before 
being given to the nooks tore. 


degree. O’Neil is actively pursu¬ 
ing a degree in police technology 
but has not yet completed the 
degree. 

Giese, who had at first ruled a- 
gainst any exemption from the 
rule, said that he could support 
a modification which would allow 
a gradual phase-in of the educa¬ 
tional requirement over a five- 
year period at the rate of 12 
semester hours per year. Police 
Chief James R. Craze, who had 
drafted the stiffer requirements 
two years ago, said he had orig¬ 
inally taken no position on the 
request because he was reluctant 
to see any lowering of standards 
in the city police department. 
However, he indicated that he 
could support the phase-in pro¬ 
posal 

Council apparently impressed 
by the fact that O’Neil is current¬ 
ly performing the duties of po¬ 
lice lieutenant on an acting’ ba¬ 
sis, agreed to the suggested 
phase-in period.

The bookstore 
clears out its shelves for this 
event and puts onto sale tables 
the literally hundreds of books it 
hasn’t been able to fit into its 
room. After the sale, volunteers 
restock the book-store shelves. The 
next, sale is scheduled for Satur¬ 
day, May 2, from 10 a,m, to 4 
p.m

Hoyer, Paul K. Trause of GSA 
agreed that the agency “will not 
take any action to dispose of the 
property at the Agricultural Re¬ 
search Station in Prince Georges 
County for 90 days in light of 
the potential federal needs you 
have identified.” Located north of 
the National Agricultural Library, 
Parcel 5 is bounded by U.S. Route 
1, Sunnyside Avenue and Bu¬ 
chanan Road. 

According to John Berry, Hoy- 
er’s legislative aide, the potential 
federal needs include the “con¬ 
solidation of the U.S. Department 
of Agriculture’s offices, which are 
scattered throughout the Mary¬ 
land, Virginia and Washington 
D.C. area.” This use of Parcel 5 
would be compatible with the ex¬ 
isting facility he noted and 
“leasing costs would be saved.” 

The BARC Master Plan adopt¬ 
ed by the National Capital Plan¬ 
ing Commission (NCPC) in 1983 
recommended use of Parcel 5 for 
future office facilities and grass 
research. But BARC officials had 
advised the NCPC that “the pro¬ 
perty (was) no longer critical to 
its mission in agricultural re¬ 
search and that it (was) unrealis¬ 
tic to expect any future office de¬ 
velopment on the site” since there 
was no funding for the latter pur¬ 
pose. They also said the turf 
program could be accommodated 
elsewhere on the 7,200-acre in¬ 
stallation. 

The question as to whether 
GSA. followed all required proce¬ 
dures after declaring Parcel 5 
surplus on January 14, 1983 will 
also be explored during the 90- 
day period. According to a 
spokesperson in GSA’s Atlanta 
office, disposal of the tract was 
placed on hold in August 1983 
pending Congressional review. 
Then, he said, on January 21, 1985 
GSA proceeded with disposal 
plans which included (1) offering 
the property to federal agencies 
and state and local governments 
at fair market value and (2) 
notifying the State clearinghouse 
(under the State Planning Agen¬ 


cy). 

The GSA spokesperson said the 
state agency had recommended a 
“100% discount conveyance for 
public purposes.” However, he 
noted, GSA is not required to a- 
bide by the recommendation. 

Apparently GSA’s decision to 
place Parcel 5 on the auction 
block followed an unsuccessful at¬ 
tempt by the University of Mary¬ 
land to locate an Agricultural 
Biotechnology Center on about 9.6 
acres of the tract. The U.S. De¬ 
partment of Education had de¬ 
nied the University’s application 
which, if granted, would have re¬ 
sulted in the University’s receiv¬ 
ing the land at no cost. 

University officials then entered 
into negotiations with GSA to 
purchase the land. However, they 
felt the appraised fair market 
price was too high. (Reportedly, 
it was about $7.5 million but GSA 
does not release its appraisal fi¬ 
gures.) 

Dr. Paul Mazzocchl Acting Di¬ 
rector of the Maryland Biotech¬ 
nology Institute, said: “The Uni¬ 
versity does not have that kind 
of money . . . The Agricultural 
Biotechnology Center, if not in 
Beltsville, will be located on the 
College Park campus, where the 
University has lots of land,” 
Meeting 

At a meeting in Annapolis on 
March 26, Berry reported on GS¬ 
A’s agreement to (1) postpone the 
sale of Parcel 5 for 90 days and 
(2) to allow additional delays 
(based on the continued interest 
of a public agency in utilizing

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Definite Plan Needed 

Will the renovation of North 
End School once again be forgot¬ 
ten? In 1984 the city was com¬ 
mitted to transforming the 
school into a community build¬ 
ing; despite numerous studies 
and surveys, the City Council 
has yet to decide on a definite 
plan. 

The Citizens for North End 
Center (CNEC) have developed 
an imaginative proposal and pre¬ 
sented it to the City Council and 
the Community Relations Advis¬ 
ory Board (CRAB). The Center’s 
programs would appeal to a 
broad cross-section: CNEC’s plan 
includes centers for child day¬ 
care, senior daycare, senior drop- 
in, recreation programs, a pho¬ 
tography lab, art classroom, 
studios for pottery and other ar¬ 
tists and craftspeople. The ma¬ 
jority of these are rent-produc¬ 
ing . . . which allow the Center 
to be largely self-supporting. 

Why not somewhere else? No 
existing or planned building 
lends itself to this combination 
of uses as well as North End 
School. CNEC’s dcor-to-door 
survey of 184 North End resi¬ 
dents showed overwhelming sup¬ 
port for reviving the school as 
a multi-purpose center accessible 
to all ages by inner-walkways, 
car and bus service. 

It appears to CNEC that ma¬ 
jor hurdles to the creation of the 
North End Center are the City 
Council’s approval of a renova¬ 
tion plan and timetable and find¬ 
ing of funds. Some monies were 
specifically set aside by the City 
for North End School renova¬ 
tion. City staff needs to actively 
seek private, county, state and 
federal grants available for such 
works. Agencies will respond 
to a city that is whole-heartedly 
committed to such a cause. 

Renovation will cost money, 
but so does delay — in further 
deterioration and vandalism, in 
lost programs and lost opportun¬ 
ities.

Handicapped Parking 

Recently network TV news did 
a segment on “Handicapped 
Parking” which struck me as an 
example we in Greenbelt might 
follow.

form and badge and empowered 
to write tickets on vehicles clear¬ 
ly violating handicapped park¬ 
ing spaces. 

The visible presence of an ac¬ 
tually handicapped individual tic¬ 
keting the vehicle of a non-han¬ 
dicapped individual definitely has 
a deterrent effect. The handi¬ 
capped individuals felt they were 
actively contributing to their 
community, providing assistance 
to the local police and helping to 
emphasize the need to keep han¬ 
dicapped parking for the handi¬ 
capped. 

I applaud those communities 
who have implemented this pro¬ 
cedure and suggest our Green¬ 
belt officials consider doing the 
same.

Mrs. Penny states that she was 
a strong advocate of an indoor 
swimming po>I in 1972 which 
would have cost $400,00, but that 
the $2,000,000 plus cost today is 
too expensive. Mrs Penny has 
failed to allow for inflation since 
1972. 

The U.S. cost p~ ce index 
shows that $600,000 in 1972 is 
equivalent to $1,015,200 In 1987. 
Not much different from $2,000,- 
000. Also, as a ratio of cost of 
pool to city budget the pool in 
1972 would have represented a 
higher expenditure relative to 
the city budget cher. than the es¬ 
timated cost today of $2,000,000 
relative to today’s city budget. 

In summary, if the pool was 
a good idea for Mrs. Penny in 
1972 when her needs required 
such a pool, then it must be just 
as good an idea in 1987 to meet 
the needs of other citizens even 
though Mrs. Penny no longer has 
such needs. Also, the area swim¬ 
ming facilities mentioned in Mrs. 
Penny’s letter we'*e, for the most 
part, in existence in 1972. 

As I see it, the pool is as good 
a buy in 1987 as it Was in 1972. 
Assuming that the need exists, 
I favor renovation of the out¬ 
door pool as the first priority and 
construction of the indoor pool 
as the next priority.

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GUI Board Ponders Fate of Boiler 
Rooms; Votes to Exit Co-op Group

The board of directors of 
Greenbelt Homes, Inc. (GHI) 
decided at its March 26 
meeting to drop its member¬ 
ship in the National Asso¬ 
ciation of Housing Coopera¬ 
tives. The board discussed 
the issue for some time be¬ 
fore making its decision and 
when the vote came it was 
a 5-3 split decision in favor 
of not renewing the coopera¬ 
tive’s membership. 

The board examined at some 
length the benefits of continuing 
membership in the association 
The issues raised were whether 
NAHC has any positive impact 
on national legislation of import¬ 
ance to cooperatives, whether 
GHI obtains any information 
from NAHC which is not being 
provided by other organizations 
and whether its conferences pro¬ 
vide useful educational values to 
board members. 

The board’s decision seemed to 
be based on a fundamental split 
in pholisophy about cooperatives. 
According to President Margaret 
Hogensen, NAHC- once tried to 
expel GHI on the grounds that 
market equity cooperatives (that 
is, cooperatives in which mem¬ 
bers are allowed to realize a pro¬ 
fit on the sales of their units) are 
not really co-ops at all. NAHC, 
she said, has long been domin¬ 
ated by representatives from 
large limited equity cooperatives 
(primarily from New York City) 
where the member, on sale of the 
unit, gets back only what he has 
paid for the unit. 

Although critical of NAHC, 
Hogensen, who recently rasigned 
from the board of that organiza¬ 
tion and was replaced by Direc¬ 
tor Ray McCawley, argued that, 
on balance. Gill should continue 
its membership. McCawley sup¬ 
ported continued membership be¬ 
cause he believes, that GHI 
should participate fully in 
the national cooperative move¬ 
ment. He advocated GHI’s get¬ 
ting in there and changing things 
which need to be changed. Direc¬ 
tor Waye Williams said he had 
been hearing about NAHC chang¬ 
ing for ten years and was not 
sure it ever would. 

When the vote came, only Di¬ 
rectors Nancy Hutchins, McCaw¬ 
ley, and Williams voted to con¬ 
tinue in NNAHC. Director Andrea 
Haslinger, who had attended a 
NAHC conference where, she 
said, there were lots of cliques 
and lots of time spent in getting 
certain cliques elected, joined Di¬ 
rectors Mac Wirick, Debbie Hart- 
wick, Chuck Hess and Janet 
Cantwell in voting tc drop the 


membership. 

Attached Boiler Rooms 

The board voted to present an¬ 
other plan for use of some of 
the small boiler rooms attached 
to the frame homes to the mem¬ 
bership at the upcoming annual 
meeting. The membership has 
previously approved selling these 
rooms to the owner of the unit 
adjacent to the bloiler room; it 
has also approved turning them 
into efficiency apartments. Neither 
of these uses has been very suc¬ 
cessful. Only two of the boiler 
rooms have been sDld to adja¬ 
cent members, according to Gen¬ 
eral Manager Ron Colton, and 
the apartment idea has not actu¬ 
ally been tried because of poten¬ 
tial zoning problems. 

At the March 26 meeting, Col¬ 
ton presented a plan for convert¬ 
ing at least some of them into 
storage rooms for the members. 
He presented drawings of the 
boiler room at 44 Court of Ridge 
Road as it might be converted to 
storage spaces. This room is the 
smallest of the boiler rooms, he 
rioted, and GHI ha3 had no in¬ 
quiries about purchasing it. 

The board discussed various 
options, including the idea of de¬ 
molishing these rooms. On a 
unanimous vote, it decided to put 
the storage room Idea before the 
membership at the annual meet¬ 
ing. McCawley suggested dis¬ 
cussing the idea with the mem¬ 
bers in 44 Court of Ridge to find 
out how much interest there 
would be in renting storage 
rooms. 

50th Anniversary Events 

The board granted permission 
for a hiking group called the 
Freesfate Happy Wanderers to 
conduct a ‘Volksmarsch’ using 
some of the inner walkways on 
September 5 and 6 as part of the 
50th Anniversary activities. The 
group will need to post direc¬ 
tional signs along the walkways. 

The board also reviewed a long 
list of events to be held in cel¬ 
ebration of the anniversary. Ho¬ 
gensen appointed Williams and 
Haslinger to check out plans for 
honoring Greenbelt pioneers and 
find out if there is a role GHI 
can play in these efforts. 

Boiler Room Lots 

The staff presented a slide 
show of the sites where three of 
the large boiler plants stood be¬ 
fore they were demolished* The 
board had asked for plans for 
using these sites for additional 
parking and, at the same time, 
for improving their appearance 
by landscaping and lighting, 
Colton, in his report to the 
board, noted that much of the 
cost on most of the lots would 
be for lighting ana landscaping. 
The board took no action but did

indicate that the site near 10 
Court of Laurel Hill, where the 
land slopes considerably, might 
not. be suitable for parking and 
should be used for some other 
purposes. The board,, by con¬ 
census, indicated that the staff 
should pursue plans for making 
additional parking in the Plateau 
Place and 1 Court of Laurel Hill 
sites. 

GDC 

At a meeting of the board sit¬ 
ting as the board of directors of 
Greenbelt Development Corpora¬ 
tion on the same evening, Comp- 
triller Don McGinn presented 
the Comparative Operating state¬ 
ment for the years 1984-1986. The 
statement showed that the cor¬ 
poration showed a net surplus of 
a little more than $4000 in 1985 
after payment of taxes and an 
$8000 dividend to GHI (the only 
stockholder in GDC). 

The board also discussed the 
replacement of the metal case¬ 
ment windows in the GDC apart¬ 
ments. The windows have, at 50 
years, reached their life expect¬ 
ancy, Colton said. H estimated 
that the per apartment cost of 
replacing all the windows in the 
apartment project at once would 
be less than half the cost of do¬ 
ing -them on a piecemeal basis. 
Therefore, he recommended to 
the board that the windows be 
replaced in all 60 apartments at 
an estimated cost of $60,000. 

Colton told the board that the 
loan Could be placed with any 
one of several sources of money. 
However, he recommended that 
the money be borrowd from GHI 
in order to avoid interest pay¬ 
ments to an outside lender. 

The board, after considerable 
discussion of various methods of 
financing the project, authorized 
the window replacement and a- 
gree to place the question of 
GHPs acting as lender to GDC 
on the agenda of the GHI mem¬ 
bership meeting in May,

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Council Votes to Renovate Outdoor Pool

Edward Putens took the oppor¬ 
tunity to reiterate what he de¬ 
scribed as his longstanding posi¬ 
tion that job descriptions ought 
to specify educational require¬ 
ments in terms of both college de¬ 
grees and “college-level under¬ 
standing” of the job. The coun 
cil, on a motion by White, voted 
to instruct the staff to draft the 
job description with the modified 
educational requirements. 

The remaining petitions were 
accepted and will be acted on at 
a later meeting. Mary Lou Wil¬ 
liamson, representing the Book 
Subcommittee of the 50th Anni¬ 
versary Committee appeared be¬ 
fore council to ask for an interest- 
free loan from the city in order 
to assure publication of a book 
giving the history of Greenbelt in 
pictures and text. The loan 
would be repaid from the book 
proceeds. 

David Lyehenheim of the board 
of the Windsor Green Homeown¬ 
ers Association asked the council 
to intercede with the developer 
of the Greenbrook subdivision to 
put a stop to excessive noise from 
the construction site, violation of 
the 10 p.m. to 7 a.m. curfew on 
construction and speeding con¬ 
struction vehicles The request 
was referred to the staff with in¬ 
structions to bring the issue back 
to council, if necessary, after the 
staff has contacted the developer. 

Council also accepted petitions 
from North Ridge homeowners 
(for the construction of a storm 
drain, with the cost to be assess¬ 
ed against their properties) and 
from Anthony Pisano of Greenhill 
Road, who asked the council to 
instruct the Community Relations 
Advisory Board to make public 
the results of a survey taken in 
December; the survey concerned 
public opinions on the renovation 
of the North End School. 

Outdoor Pool Renovation 

In a split vote, council decided 
to proceed with design planning 
for renovation of the outdoor pool. 
Over the objections of Mayor Gil 
Weidenfeld and White, the other 
council members voted to contract 
for the first steps in the renova¬ 
tion with an aim at getting the 
work started after Labor Day 
and completed before the 1988 
swim season. 

Weidenfeld and White both felt 
that the cost of the whole project 
(an estimated $375,000) was too 
big to undertake without full de¬ 
bate and more public input. The 
majority of council, however, 
were more intent on getting the 
project underway in a time frame 
which could allow completion be-

A Long Look at the Lake 

Giese informed council that an 
$82,500 grant from the state Wa¬ 
ter Management Administration 
has been approved for sediment 
control work on the streams feed¬ 
ing Greenbelt Lake from Lake- 
wood and Braden Field. Giese 
pointed out that the grant addres¬ 
ses only a small part of the prob¬ 
lem of Greenbelt Lake, which he 
enumerated as water seepage, ex¬ 
cessive algae growth, siltation and 
a badly corroded drain pipe un¬ 
der the dam that is used to drain 
the lake. 

Giese proposed employing an 
engineering firm to make a com¬ 
prehensive study and develop a 
work program for the entire lake 
area. He proposed to use bond 
issue funds for this purpose to 
the extent that the cost exceeds 
the grant. Council voted unani¬ 
mously to authorize the study. 
Werner Neupert of Lakeside Dr. 
voiced an objection to the pro¬ 
posed use of bond issue funds to 
pay for this work, he suggested 
that it be put in the regular bud¬ 
get 

Other Actions 

Council took action to accept a 
proposal from the firm of Gilford 
& Chase for engineering services 
in designing Ora Glen Drive. 
Under agreement with the devel¬ 
oper. the city will have the design 
work done and the cost will be as¬ 
sessed to the Smith-Ewing Sub¬ 
division Lot 3. 

Council noted the proposed sale 
of 13+ acres (Parcel 5) of land 
along Route 1 adjacent to the 
National Agricultural Library, 
Council took no action but Wei¬ 
denfeld said that council's posi¬ 
tion in opposing the sale of 
any part of the Beltsville Agri¬ 
cultural Research Center is well 
known. A member of the staff

four to five percent

Council received an APB re¬ 
port on a special exception re¬ 
quest for a proposed photography 
studio at 100 Rosewood Drive 
in Boxwood. It was noted that 
the Zoning Hearing Examiner 
will hear this proposal on April 
15. 

Other APB reports dealt with a 
sign request by the First Ameri¬ 
can Bank in the Oxford Building 
on the Golden Triangle, a sign 
request for temporary real estate 
signs next to the model home in 
Greenbrook development, and the 
site and landscape plans for de¬ 
velopment of the Robert Douglas 
property located on the south side 
of Greenbelt Road, west of’ Gi- 
priano Road near the Brittany 
Place Apartments, just east of 
the city limits. Review of these 
plans by the city was a condition 
of rezoning placed on the proper¬ 
ty W the county District Council 

The APB also reported on a bill 
co-sponsored in the Prince Geor¬ 
ges County Council by Council- 
member Richard Castaldi that 
would delay processing of zoning 
applications in an area undergo¬ 
ing review of a master plan.

History 

In recent years disposal of sur¬ 
plus lands has been accomplished 
under President Ronald Reagan’s 
Executive Order 1238, dated Feb¬ 
ruary 25, 1982. This set up the 
Federal Property Review Board 
to screen available land for sale. 
The executive action was taken 
in the hope that sale proceeds 
would help reduce the federal de¬ 
ficit. But the effort ran into op¬ 
position from Congress and envi¬ 
ronmental groups. At the time 
Maryland Senator Paul Sarbanes 
objected to ‘this going-ouft-of- 
business-sale approach” to federal 
lands. Sarbanes felt it was “ill- 
advised” to sel! off long-term as¬ 
sets by the federal government 
to create short-term revenues a- 
gainst the national dept. 

When the Federol Property Re¬ 
view Board was abolished, any 
disagreements on the disposition 
of federal lands or conflicts be¬ 
tween GSA and other federal a- 
gencies were turned over to the 
Office of Management and Budget 
for its resolution..

New Electronic Fareboxes 

Appear in Area Buses 

Beginning the weekend of 
March 28 the Washington Metro¬ 
politan Area Transit Authority 
(WMATA) will install electronic 
registering fareboxes in Metro- 
buses assigned to the Montgom¬ 
ery Metrobus Division. 

Passengers who ride the C2 
and F6 bus routes will begin using 
the new equipment aboard the 
bus on Monday, March 20.
